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A 21-year-old Romulus man 
was fatally wounded early Fri- 
day morning when gunmen 
sprayed bullets into his rela- 
tive’s home in Inkster. 

The victim, John Mundy, 
died of gunshot wounds to the 
abdomen, according to Inkster 
police. 

There are no suspects in 
custody, Inkster Detective 
Gary Lorenzen said. 

The killing may have been a 
case of mistaken identity. 

“We feel that the gunmen 
apparently mistook the vic- 
tim’s house for someone 
else’s,” Lorenzen said. “We do 
not have any suspects, and our 
investigation continues.’’ 

Mundy was visiting an aunt, 
who lives in the 2700 block of 
Penn Street. The house is lo- 
cated in the southeast corner 
of the city. Police said that the 
victim was apparently watch- 
ing television when gunmen 
opened fire at the house at 
about 2:30 a.m. The bullets 
penetrated the front of the 
house and struck Mundy, who 
was sitting on a living room 
couch. 

According to police reports, 
there were at least four other 
people in the house at the time 
of the shooting. No one else 
was injured. 

Mundy sustained at least 
seven bullet wounds and was 
rushed to Annapolis Hospital 
in Wayne. He died Friday, Dec. 
6 . 

Police said that they have 
some leads are following them 
up. 

“We have some tips, and are 
presently interviewing wit- 
nesses,” Lorenzen said. The 
Inkster detective added that at 
least two men, and possibly 
four, were involved in the 
shooting. He added that wit- 
nesses said that the gunmen 
drove up to the house and then 
began indiscriminately shoot- 
ing up the building, using auto- 
matic weapons. 

Mundy is the 16th homicide 
victim in the city of Inkster this 
year. All 16 deaths occurred af- 
ter July of 1991. 

Witnesses provided police 
with a description of the al- 
leged getaway vehicle.

The earlier robbery was re- 
ported Nov. 29 at a service sta- 
tion in the 29000 block of 
Ecorse Road. 

An employee told police he 
had just come out of the rest- 
room, when a man bearing a 
semi-automatic pistol de- 
manded the office receipts. 

After taking the money, the 
bandit ordered the employee 
into a back room and then fled 
in an older model station 
wagon.

Romulus student, 1 3, dies 
after choking at school

A sports-loving, 13-year-old 
Romulus Junior High School 
student died late Sunday 
night, six days after collapsing 
while choking on a hot dog in 
the school cafeteria. 

The boy, Jacob Becker, son 
of Brenda K. Roksandich 
Becker of Romulus and Jack R 
Becker of Watersmeet, died at 
University Hospital Children’s 
Unit in Ann Arbor. 

School Superintendent Dr. 
William M. Bedell, obviously 
touched by the “depressing 
...and tragic accident”, re- 
vealed that the school district 
had sent flowers and other ex- 
pressions of concern to the 
family. 

Bedell said Jacob began 
choking in the cafeteria Dec. 3 
and immediately was treated 
with the Heimlich Maneuver 
by a cafeteria aide and a 
school administrator. 

The Romulus emergency 
team at fire headquarters was 
notified at 12:56 p.m. and was 
on the scene in less than four 
minutes. Emergency person- 
nel found the victim on the 
floor “unconscious, not breath-

ing, but with a slight pulse ana 
blood coming from his mouth.” 

EMTs attempted to relieve 
the airway obstruction and 
then transported him to An- 
napolis Hospital, fire officials 
said. Later he was transferred 
to University Hospital via heli- 
copter. 

Upon hearing of Jacob’s 
death Sunday night, Junior 
High School Principal Jesse 


Meriweather made arrange- 
ments for a team of six crisis 
counselors to be on hand at the 
school Monday to help Jacob’s 
friends through their grieving 
process. 

Meriweather also said a 
meeting was planned after 
school Tuesday to decide upon 

any student-related tribute to 
Jacob. 

A former Cub Scout, Jacob 
also was a member of the Ro- 
mulus Flyers Football League 
and the Romulus Junior Foot- 
ball Club. 

He also is survived by a 
brother, Justin Paul; and ma- 
ternal grandmother, Pauline 
Roksandich of Romulus and 
paternal grandmother, Jennie 
V. Becker of Westland.

Steen resting after ordeal

After a long journey by 
plane, bus, car and limo last 
weekend, former hostage Al- 
ann Steen is finally resting at 
home in Clark Lake, Mich, 
with his wife Virginia. 

Steen was hospitalized at 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
Dec. 7 after suffering an epi- 
leptic seizure following his 
arrival at Wayne County Met- 
ropolitan Airport from Ger- 
many. 

Dr. Surindar Jolly, neuro- 
logist on staff at Annapolis 
Hospital, informed the me- 
dia Steen suffered from a 
“mild epileptic seizure.” 
Jolly said Steen’s condition 
was “very stable” and the ill- 
ness was not life threatening 

Jolly explained the prob- 
lem had been diagnosed in 
Wiesbaden. Germany, where 
Steen was hospitalized about

a week ago before his re- 
lease. A seizure can be 
brought on by exhaustion, ac 
cordingto Jolly He also spec 
ulated “the level of 
medication Steen was put on 
in Wiesbaden was apparently 
too low.” 

Steen was treated with 
Tegredol to prevent seizures 
in Germany. He was also 
given Dilantin, a similar 
medication at Annapolis 
Jolly said 


Charlene Teeter, nurse 
manager of emergency ser 
vices at Annapolis, assisted 
Steen and his wife to their 
home in Clarklake. 

“He’s doing fine,” Teeter 
said. “He is just going to rest 
at home. In a few' days he said 
he w ill decide whether or not 
to go to Washington D.C. for 
the tree lighting ceremony.” 

Last week U.S military 
doctors explained that a kick 
to the head in 1987 bruised 
Steen’s brain and caused him 
to lose some feeling in his 
right hand and foot Steen in- 
fomred doctors he suffered 
seizures for about a week af 
ter the beating by his captors. 

Steen also stated he lost 
consciousness during the sei 
zures and his arms and legs 
would twitch uncontrollably. 

Annapolis officials, how 
ever, stated that with medica 
tion Steen will be able to 
control the seizures.

McAnally: teamwork needed to keep city afloat in ‘92

Tough talking yet cautiously 
optimistic Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said although she 
was “discouraged’' that voters 
rejected bids to upgrade city 
roads and drainage systems in 
November, she will begin 1992 
ready to accept the challenge 
of leading the city through the 
current “tough economic pe- 
riod.” 

McAnally, who was just re- 
elected to a fifth two-year 
term, stated bluntly “just keep- 
ing the ship afloat” will be the 
major challenge of the new 
year. 

“We are working with a very 
frugal budget,” she said, “and 
this will not allow us to pro- 
vide any free sidewalk or road 
work.” 

Unless the city suffers unex- 
pected economic downturns in 
the new year, McAnally said, 
she does not expect any em-

ployees to “be chopped” (laid 
off). “We have been able to 
handle most of our labor 
changes through attrition to 


date. If things got worse, we 
might have to offer buyouts - 
but there is no apparent need 
for that at the moment”, she 
said. 

Continuing to forge the 
needed alliance with the Ro 
mulus Community School Dis- 
trict and Wayne County 
governmental leaders, should 
allow the city to weather the 
current economic downturn, 
McAnally said. 

“It is important that all 
three government groups and 
the taxpayers understand the 
connection between the tax 
base and services rendered 
(and requested)”, the mayor 
said. 

Little or no money for 
“frills” will be seen in 1992, 
McAnally said. “In fact I would 
like to spend some of our funds 
on cultural activities, but the 
city’s streamlined budget will 
not allow it,” she said. 

The veteran mayor, who has 
been re-elected without oppo- 


sition three of her five times, 
w'as also somewhat disap- 
pointed that the voters re- 
jected a bid to extend mayor's 
terms from tw r o to four years. 

But the bottom line is “I feel 
government’s key role is to 
serve the people,” she said last 
week, “and thus I feel we can 
hang on during this tough eco- 
nomic time, if w'e all work to- 
gether for the common good.” 

McAnally is proud of the 
fact that Romulus has one of 
the lowest millage rates in the 
county, with its general opera 
tions working at a 9.54 mill 
level (even though the charter 
sets the level at 10 mills). Other 
rates include .50 mills for 
sewer needs and another, 1.30 
mills for sanitation, for a total 
of 11.343 mills. 

She remains optimistic that 
if the regional (and national) 
financial picture improves 
even a little and if Metro Air 
port begins to thrive, she 
hopes to begin calling meet- 


ings that could lead to explor- 
ing foreign trade opportunities 
for the area businesses. 

“We have many small and 
inventive manufacturers in 
Romulus,” she said, “and I feel 
they could adapt w r ell to for- 
eign markets. With open ac- 
cess to Metro Airport, these 
manufacturers could easily ex- 
tend their markets to many 
overseas zones.” 

But at the same time, the 
mayor warned, the community 
must be aware that the options 
with the Riverview' Landfill 
end in 1995, and that soon 
“waste disposal costs could ri- 
val our school tax.” 

Regional recycling efforts 
are being hampered by the 
fact there are few r markets for 
recyclables today-"thus much 
of recycling effort ends up in a 
warehouse approach.” 

“We just cannot continue to 
store recyclables indefinitely,” 
McAnally said, “we have to 
quickly find secondary uses 


for such items.** 

McAnally said the First ef- 
fort is to keep certain items out 
of the w’aste cycle such as 
branches and lawn clippings. 
This can be done with new 
mulching type machinery 
available to the homeowner. 

“We must also try to get less 
plastic into the garbage cycle” 
and eliminate as many aerosol 
cans as possible. But to do this, 
McAnally said, “w'e will need 
the cooperation of manufac- 
turers. 

The “bottom line though is, 
w f e must remain flexible with 
changes in today's (and tomor- 
row's) technology,” she said. 

“Many of the problems fac- 
ing Romulus citizens in 1992 
will not be unique”-they are 
the same as those facing many 
other communities and citi- 
zens. 

“But to pull out of the cur- 
rent downturn, all of us are 
going to have to w f ork for the 
common good,” McAnally said.

Group provides unforgettable Christmas

Thirty-seven area children 
suffering from cancer and 
other types of potentially fatal 
diseases were whisked off to 
the North Pole from Metro Air- 
port last week, compliments of 
a band of Santa’s top helpers- 
known as the Silverliners. 

The number of youngsters 
fell from 50 to 37 at the last 
minute, because of a snow- 
storm that created traffic prob- 
lems for the parents of the 
outpatient children from a nu 
mber of Michigan-area hospi- 
tals. 

Many of the children are 
amputees or are undergoing 
extensive chemotherapy treat- 
ments. For some also this 
could be their “last 
Christmas.” 

The simulated trips to the 
North Pole, complete with on- 
board lunches and hugs and 
gifts from Santa and Mrs. 
Claus, began locally six years 
ago for cancer-stricken youth. 

The sponsoring group- the 
Silverliners-is composed of 


nine former Eastern Airlines 
flight attendants. Somilar pro- 
jects are completed in about 
40 other cities across the U.S., 
formerly served by Eastern 
Airlines. 

the Metro Airport Interna- 
tional Terminal by their par- 
ents and turned over the 
Silverliners’ representatives 
for the afternoon adventure. 

The former attendants - 
decked out in colorful 
Christmas elf costumes- offi- 
cially welcome the children, 
provide them with their honor- 
ary tickets and usher them 

onto the plane (a wide-bodied 
American TransAir jet). 

The pilots treat the young- 
sters to a cockpit visit and then 
a simulated ride to the North 
Pole. 

As the youngsters step off 
the plane, they are individu- 
ally hugged and greeted by 
both Santa and Mrs. Claus 
(AKA Mr. and Mrs. Harold Lee 
of Lincoln Park). 

They are also entertained 
by a large contingent of 
Shriner Circus Clowns and 
Steve Zieman (w'ho provided a 


magic show). 

The youngsters get a chance 
to pet dogs belonging to the 
Wayne County Sheriffs De- 
partment, cozy up to a number 
of cartoon or holiday-type 
characters such as Mickey and 
Minnie Mouse and Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer. 

They are given a number of 
gifts such as holiday sweat- 
shirts from the Cadillac Motor 
Car Division, mini-cameras 
from Adray Appliances of 
Dearborn, professional-style 
sports caps from the Detroit 
Tigers and Lions, stuffed ani- 
mals and toys from the em- 
ployees the Dayton Hudson 
Fairlane store employees, soft- 
drinks from Southwest Air- 
lines and small toys from 
McDonalds, Burger King and 
Little Caesars restaurants. The 
catered lunches are supplied 
by Sky Chef. 

Before ending the day long 
adventure, each child gets a 
chance to sit on Santa’s lap for 
a private talk and holiday re- 
quest session.

Winter driving tips provided

Western Wayne County mo- 
torists received their first taste 
of hazardous winter driving 
last week when sleet, freezing 
rain and snow blanketed the 
area. 

Police officers recommend 
that motorists winterize their 
cars and periodically check 
their gas gauges and auto- 
mobile fluid levels to ensure 
that their cars will keep run- 
ning during the cold weather. 

Belleville Police Chief Will- 
ard Dockter and Van Buren 
Public Safety Director Mark 
Perkins recommended that 
drivers stock a “survival kit” in 
their automobiles. 

The kit should contain an 
ice scraper and brush, flares 
and reflectors, jumper cables, 
a tool kit, flashlight, first aid 


kit, boots and a blanket. Candy 
bars also should be included 
in the survival kit, according to 
Dockter and Perkins. 

Some everyday household 
items are useful in keeping 
stranded motorists warm and 
helping to provide traction on 
ice and snow, the police chiefs 
said. For example, the weekly 
newspaper can provide an ad- 
ditional benefit as insulation 
after it is read. 

Items recommended for the 
survival kit are: 

• Empty coffee can, candles 
or a lighter to make a small- 
scale furnace to generate heat 
while awaiting help. 

• Several newspapers. Pa- 
per placed between the skin 
and clothing can provide a 
layer of insulation and help to 
keep an individual warm until 
help is received. 

• Carpet strips to place tin- 
der the drive wheels for trac- 
tion, or a shovel and cat litter,

Snoring may be more than a 
nighttime aggravation to a long 
suffering spouse. In fact, those 
thunderous respirations may be 
an Important symptom of an 
illness called “Sleep apnea."

The Sleep Apnea Danger 

Sleep apnea is a temporary 
cessation of breathing during 
sleep. The only disease known to 
occur Just during sleep, sleep 
apnea mav appear harmless 
because the person usually gasps 
and resumes breathing within a 
hall -minute or so However, sleep 
apnea may be the cause of 
potentially serious problems, 
including hypertension and

One of 
the greatest contributors to 
AIDs is engaging in immoral 
sexual activities. Society is 
constantly “softsoaping” the 
truth and avoiding getting to 
the heart of the problem.

While it took substantial 
courage for Magic to admit he 
had contracted the HIV virus, 
it will take more of the same to 
admit that it was his engaging 
in immoral sexual acitivty that 
led to his getting it, not the abs- 
cence of practicing safe sex. 

What a difference this one 
man could make by telling 
youngsters to abstain and re- 
frain from immoral sexual ac- 
tivity and drug abuse.

There is also a post-season reward for this dedicated 
coach. The Associated Newspapers’ Sports Staff has picked 
Sam Vicchy as the 1991 Coach of the Year. 



Carmelita Martell, the sec- 
ond Belleville representa- 
tive on the All-Area, also is 
a three-time state qualifier.

She also tied the 
Chiefs’ school record at 
20:11. She finished fifth in 
the conference and also 
fifth in the regional to qual- 
ify for the state finals, where 
she was clocked in the 11th 
best Class A individual 
meet time.

When the Inkster High 
School varsity basketball team 
took to the hardwood Tuesday 
night against Detroit Mumford, 
one familiar and well- known 
figure wasn’t seated on the 
bench alongside the Vikings.

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Back to the future 

Restaurant returns to home-cooked goodness

While the Brass Bell is 
going through its meta- 
morphosis, changing from the 
Ranch House back to its origi- 
nal name, subtle changes are 
being observed by diners. 

New special are being intro- 
duced to the menu and old fa- 
vorites are making a 
comeback.

Warm 
rolls also were served with our 
meal. 

We did not order desserts, 
but feflow diners raved about 
their pies and we plan to check 
them out on our next visit. 

Brigandi’s dinner menu in- 
cludes Tbone and New York 
strip steaks, veal cutlets, liver 
and onions, pork chops, golden 
fried chicken, shrimp and fish 
and chips plus nightly spe- 
cials. For example, spare ribs 


were the special of the day. 
Mini dinners, served between 
2 and 4 p.m. and children’s 
menus also are available. 

Prices on the dinner menu 
range from a reasonable $5.95 
to $8.95, with the T-bone steak 
listed at $10.95. 

A full line of sandwiches 
are served for lunches and 
snacks. Lunch patrons can 
choose from club, Reuben, cor 
ned beef, roast beef, turkey, 
grilled cheese sandwiches and 
many more. 

The Brass Bell is noted for 
its breakfasts, and has contin- 
ued to attract a loyal following 
of patrons during the morning 
hours, Brigandi said. 

Breakfast specials are 
served until 11 a.m. on week 
days and until 1 p.m. on week- 
ends. Such favorites as 
omelettes, biscuits and gravy, 
steak and eggs, waffles and 
French toast are featured at 
modest prices. The $4.25 
breakfast special features 


three eggs, potatoes, ham, ba- 
con and sausage - enough to 
fuel the biggest appetite 
through the early hours of the 
day. 

We appreciated the good 
service and the friendly atten- 
tion from the hostess and wait- 
ress during our visit and look 
forward to sampling the crab 
leg buffet on our next visit.
